Prominent Pittsburg Man Dead 
and Two Others Hurt. 


WALTER CHRISTY IS INJURED 


Famous Racer Receives Probably Fa­ 


tal Injuries In Trying to Make a 


New Track Record— Collided With 


tho Wrecked Automobile.

W alter Christy Badly Injured.

in a new 140-horsepower car.

wrecked car. Christy crossed the tape 
at a speed that could hardly be esti­ 
mated. 
He ran into the back stretch 
and approached the
